The tendency for the "abandon­ 
ment of old rigi4 boundaries and

knowledge”

Erne.st E. Howard of Kansas City 
an optimistic thesis in discussing 
the future 
of human experience 
before the initiation banquet of Phi 
Beta Kappa and Sigma Xi Thurs­ 
day evening at the Cornhusker. 
“The sy mpathetic appreciation 
of the w’ork of specialists In other 
fields on the part of thinking men 
is bringing an intellectual sy nthesis 
that W’ill make for harmonized 
knowledge,” the speaker declared. 
He quoted Emerson’s definition of 
the scholar as “man thinking,” in 
which there are three elements: 
That of metaphy sics or concepts, 
that of nature or things, and that 
of action. 
The "man thinking” 
mu.st have all three. 
No Defea t, 
"We cannot deny our heritage of 
culture and thought,” Dr. Howard 
said, in discussing the philoso­ 
pher’s part in modern thought. 
"We must be girded with the ac­ 
cumulated experience of the past, 
interpreted by the humanists, in 
order that we may decline nig- 


gardly to submit to forces which 
might be subdued. 
"The work of the scientist, "in 
shaping present day civilization 
has become a by -word . . . But 
science has passed the place where 
its deductions can be expressed in 
words. . . .

“Those engineers and scientists 
who are now try ing certain social 
schemes have not consulted y ou 
historians or philosopher.« ?, or they 
would know in advance that some 
of their schemes wouldn’t work 
out,” Dr. How’ard declared.

He concluded that “Formerly 
the richest countries were those 
with the most bountiful natural 
endowments, but now they are 
those in which man is most active. 
By mutual effort we will produce 
a continuity to civilization, be­ 
cause though the powers of nature 
are limited the powers of man, 
thinking, are unlimited.”

subm it to forces which m ight be subdued. 
The 
w ork of the scientist in shaping present day civil­ 
ization has become a byword. 
The engineer mu.st 
in terpret the findings of science, and m ust employ 
the philosopher for the adjustm ent of people, not 
things. 
No one man can fulfill the whole idea of 
‘m an thinking,’ but each m ust contribute his part 
in m utual under.standing and inter-rcliance.

represented refi­ 
nancing of old debts on m ore advantageous term s. 
And of the entire am ount loaned, the Federal Land 
bank of O m aha and the land 
bank 
com m issioner 
furnished tw o-thirds. 
W hat a boon these federal financial institutions 
have been to the farm ers of N ebraska can scarce­ 
ly be realized, but it is readily apparent tha t w ith­ 
out them m any of the land owmers w ould have lost 
their properties. 
A pproxim ately $120,000,000 has 
in the tim e m entioned been poured into this state 
for the purpose of enabling harassed agriculturists 
to retain their holdings and upon term s w ith w hich 
they could comply. 
A nd that they are m eeting these obligations has 
been shown by reports tha t have been m ade in re ­ 
cent m onths. 
In m any cases farm ow ners are pay­ 
ing their interest before it becomes due and are 
also m aking paym ents not yet due on the princi­ 
pal debt. 
This of course cuts dow n their interest 
charges. 
It is unnecessary to call attention to the fact 
that it would have been impossible for the bor­ 
row ers to m ake these paym ents had it not been for 
the operation of the adm inistration’s farm pro­ 
gram , which has supplied m uch of 
the 
money 
thus used and has increased the prices of the com ­ 
m odities w hich the farm er has had to place upon 
the m arket. 
In the face of these facts it w ill be rathe r diffi­ 
cult for critics of the New Deal to per.suade agri­
